Demonstrations on Alfalfa 
in Wisconsin, at the 
State University 


MADISON, May 4.—A series 
of 
experiments in growing alfalfa which 
have been carried on at the Universi­ 
ty ot Wisconsin Experiment Station 
during the past six years and the re­ 
sults of which have just been publish­ 
ed in the form of a bulletin, show that 
alfalfa can be successfully grown as 
a forage plant in practically all parts 
of Wisconsin, and far exceeds in nu­ 
tritive 
value clover, 
timothy 
and 
brome grass. 
The experiments were 
conducted under the directors of the 
Experiment Station at the University 
farm and at various points through­ 
out the state by alumni of the college 
of agriculture who are members of 'he 
the iWsconsin Experiment 
associa­ 
tion. 
One interesting part of these 
tests consisted in the inoculation of 
the soil with the bacteria necessary 
for the successful growing of alfalfa, 
and it has been decided to continue 
these inoculation tests 
during 
the 
coming year in various parts of the 
state, both with cultures furnished by 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture, and with bacteria laden soil 
from the University farm. 
Purpose of the Tests. 
Since the experiments 
in 
alfalfa 
were begun six years ago on a quar­ 
ter acre of land, various tests have 
been made each year and an increased 
acreage, until last year several acres 
of alfalfa were successfully 
raised. 
I he general purpose of these tests has 
been to determine the character of 
the soil most favorable to its growth, 
the methods of preparing the soil, the 
advantages and disadvantages 
of 
a 
nurse crop, the proper amount of seed 
to sow per acre, the time and man­ 


ner of cutting, the curing of the hay, 
and the effect of pasturing upon the 
growth of the plant. 
Soil Bacteria Necessary. 
It has been found that unless cer­ 
tain bacteria are present in the soil, 
alfalfa like clover will not grow rea­ 
dily and will often sicken and die. 
Experiments elsewhere have develop­ 
ed the fact that ’the bacteria neces­ 
sary for alfalfa arc the same as those 
found on the roots of the common 
sweet clover. 
Observations in \ \ is- 
consin show that in those 
sections 
where sweet clover grows abundantly 
bv the roadside practically all the 
plants in the adjoining fields of alfal­ 
fa develop the proper nodules. 
Needs Well Drained Soil. 
It has been found that while clo­ 
ver thrives in a low rich soil, alfalfa 
requires a higher and drier locality. 
It does best on well drained soils that 
are underlaid with a gravelly subsoil. 
jTqj" the hest results with altnlfa, a 
piece of land should be selected that 
has a porous subsoil with a gentle 
slope.

reaching importance in the most dra­ 
matic trial in the history of American 
jurisprudence. 
Coincident with the 
tiling of the petition was the appear­ 
ance of Former Governors Richard 
Yates of Illinois and Frank S. Black, 
of New York, as of counsel for Pow­ 
ers. 
Denied Equal Protection. 
Powers Lases his petition for a trans­ 
fer of his ease to the federal court on 
the claim that he had been denied and 
is being denied equal protection of the 
laws as guaranteed by the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
I ailed States and that by the work­ 
ings of the state courts of Kentucky 
in bis case that portion of the four­ 
teenth amendment 
prohibiting 
any 
state from depriving uny jerson of life, 
liberty or property without due pro­ 
cess of law has been, violated. 
lo sup­ 
port of this claim two main points are 
cited. First, that the courts refused to 
recognize a pardon issued in legal form 
by tile then legally constituted governor 
of Kentucky. 
Second, that in all three 
of his trials before the Scott circuit 
court the juries 
have been 
solidly 
packed with Goebel 
Democrats, the 
political opponents of the defendant, 
aud that under the Kentucky code this 
selection of Demorcatic juries is per­ 
missible. 
O f Unusual Interest. 
The tlrst main clause covering the 
issue of the pardon is of unusual in- 
terst, since there is no provision in 
the Kentucky statutes preventing the 
governor from exercising the pardon­ 
ing power before trial. 
Goebel 
was 
shot January BO, 1900. 
According to 
the petition Powers was arrested on a 
w arrant issued March IO, some time 
before the indictment was returned. 
When arrested he produced a pardon 
signed by William S. Taylor, as govern- i 
or, and attestd by Caleb Powers as 
secretary of state. 
This pardon bore 
date subsequent to that of the w arrant 
and covered the offence specified in the 
w arrant and on 
which Powers 
has 
been tried three times. The petition 
states that at each of his three trials 
Powers produced the pardon as com­ 
plete satisfaction of the charge against 
him, but that the trial court in each 
instance refused to adm it it, and that 
on each uppeal the court of appeals 
susained the trial court on this point. 
Special Term o f C ourt O rdered. 
Judge Stout, after the petition was 
read, ordered it 
filed, but 
a 
fe\v 
minutes later, on objection by Com­ 
monwealth Attorney Franklin, 
with­ 
drew the order and on Mr. Franklin's 
motion called a special term of court 
for July IU, to pass upon the question 
as to whether the petition should be 
admitted to the court. 
Meantime, the 
attorneys for Powers will take the ease 
before the United States circuit court 
for the eastern district of Kentucky 
which meets next Monday at London, 
and will ask that the m atter of juris­ 
diction on the transfer of the case 
from the state federal court be de­ 
cided.
